whoſe behalf, we are pretled in ſpirit, in the ſenſe of our daty, moſt 

earneſtly to beſeech you,as you tender the peace and profyerity of 
theſe Churches, the comfort of His Majeſty tn the union of i1is Sub- 
jets, and the peace of your ſouls in the great day of your ac- 
counts,that,laying-by all former and preſent exaſperating and alie- 
nating differences , you will not now deny us your conCſerc and af- 
fiſtance to thoſe means that ſhall be proved honeſt and cheap , and 
needſu}, to thoſe great deſireable ends, for which we all | offs wo 
have our offices, and cur lives. 
The chings which we humbly beg of you, are theſe. 

1. That you will grant what ye have here propoſed and cray24 

Of 
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of you in our Preface : Even your charitable interpretation, acce- 
ptance of, & conſent unto the alterations and additions to the Litur- 
yie now tendred unto you; that, being inſerted, as we have expreſ- 
ſed, it | may be lefrro the Miniſter's choice to uſe one or other at 
his Tonk er, upon His MajcRtic*'s approvation, according to his 
oracious Dec 


aration concerning Eccietfiaſitical Aﬀairs. And that 
(ſeeing we cannot obtain the form of Epiſcopal Government , de- 
ſcribed by the late Reverend Primate of Ireland, and approved by 
many Epiſcopal Divines) we may at leaſt enjoy thoſe benefits of Re- 
formation in Diicipline , and that freedom from Subſcription, 
Oaths, a1:d Ceremonies, which are granced 1n the ſaid Decldfation, 
by the means of four charitable Mediation and Requeſt, 

2. Secing ſome lundrecs of able,holy,faithful Miniſters , are of 
late eaſt out, and nor onely very many of their Famiiies in great 
diftreſſe,but(which is of far greater moment)abundance of Congre- 
oations in England, Treland, and alc, are overſpread with lamen= 
table ignorance, and are deſtitute of able, faithful Teachers : And 
ſeeing too many that are 12{uthcient, negiigent, or ſcandalous, are 
over the Flocks (not meaning this as an Accuſacion of any that are 
not guilty, nor a diſhonourable Refic&ion on any party, much leſs 
on the whole Church) we take this opportunity earneſtly to be- 
ſeech you,thar you will contribute your indeavours to the Removal 
of thoſe that are the ſhame and burdens of the Churches; and to the 
Reſtauration of fuch as may be an honourand bleſſing to them, And 
to that end, that it be not imputed to them as their unpardonable 
Crime,that they were borninan Age and Country which required 
Ocdination by Parcchial Paſtours, without Dioceſans: And that Re- 
ordination (whether ab{ojuteor hy pothetica!) be not made neceſ- 
fary to the tucure exerciſe of their Minitterp, Buc that an univerſal 
Confirmation may be gianred of thoſe ordained as aforeſaid, rhey 
being 4] reſponiible for any perſonal inſufficiencie or crime, Were 
theſe two granted( Ihe Confirmation of the Grants in his Majeſties 


Declaration,with the liberty vf the Reformed Liturgie offered youz. 


and the reftoring of able , faithful Miniſters, to a capacity to be 
ſerviceable in theCuurch vfyod,wirhout forcing them againſt their 
conſciences to be Re-orda ned) bow great would be the benefits 
to this unworthy Naiton ? How glad would you mike the peoples 
hearts? how thenitul {Lould we be (for the caule of Chriſt, and 


the ſouls of men} to thoſe that grant chem,and procure them; being 


eonſcious that we ſeex not great things for our ſclyes, or for our 
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- Brethren; that we are ambitious of no greater wealth or honour, 


than our daily bread , with ſuch freedom and advantage for the 
jabours of our Miniſtry,as may moſt conduceto the ſucceſle, the in- 
creaſe of holineſle and peace. We thall take the boldnefle to ſecond 
theſe Requeſts, with many of our Reaſons, which we think ſhould 
preva | foryour conſent,chultng rather to incur whatſoever cenfures 
or offence may by any be taken againſt our neceſſary freedom of 
expreſſion, tben to be lilent at ſuch a time asthis,when thouſands of 
the ſervants of the Lord, that are either deprived of heir faithful 
Tezchers, or in fears of loſing them, together with the freedom 
of their conſcirnces in Gods worſhip, docry day and night to Hea» 
ven for help, and would cry alſo in your ears with more importu- 


. nate Requeſts, if they had but the opportunity as now we have. 


And 1. We befeech you bear with us while we remember you, 
that you are the Paſtors of thr lock of Chriſt, who are bound to 
Feed them, and to preach in ſeaſon, and out of ſeaſfon,and to be 
laborious in the Word and Doftrine; but are not bound co hinder 
all others from this bleſſed work, that dare not nfe a Croſſe or Sur= 
plice,or worſhip God in a form which they judge diforderiy, defe- 
Ctive, or corrupt, when chey have better to offer him (Mal.1. 13, 
14.). [s it not for matter and phraſe at Jeaſt as avreeable to the holy 
Scripture? If ſo, webeſeech you ſuffer us to ule it, who ſeek 
nothing by it , but co worthip God as neer as we can, according to 
his will, who 1s jealous in the matters of his worſhip. If indeed 
y aurs hav* more of ſtrength, and ours of weakneſle, yer let not Fa- 
thers caft the children from the Houſe of God, becaule they are lick 
or Weak, and need the more compatiton 5 let notour Phy licians re- 
ſolve, their Patients ſhall ail be famrſhed or caſt off, whoſe tem< 
Derature and appetites canaot agree tofeed on the ſame diſh, with 
the ſame preparation and {anice, He that thrice charged Peter as 
he loved him, to feed his Lambs ana Sheep, did never think of 
charging him to deny them fucd, or turn them our of his fold, or 
forbid al! others to feed them, unletle they could digeſt ſuch forms 
and ceremonies, and ({ypericriprions as ours, 

2. May wepreſume rcom:1.4 you, that the Lord of the Harveſt 
hath conimanded us to prey chit more Labourers may be ſent into 
the Harveit.

We therefore beizech you, 
that when thoulands of fouls are ready to famiſh for want of the 
bread of Life, and thouſands more are grieved for the Ejetion of 
their fairht1i Guides, the Labourers may not be kept out, upon the 
account ciluch Forms or Ceremonies,or Re-ordination; at leaſt,till. 
you have cnow as fit as they to ſupply their places, and then we

of their (oils to, and the depriving them of the Liberty of the Pub- 
lick Worin;p: calamicies far greater then the meer lofſe of all cheir 
worldly flibſcaice can amount to : In a da” of Common Joy, to 
bring this cauſele{ly on (9 many of His Majeftic's Subje&s, and ro 
force them to 112 down in neart- breaking-ſorrows, as beiag almoſt 
as far undone, «as Man can doit; this 1s nor a due requical of the 
Lord for (o grear deliveranzcs : -fpeciaily con'ideri.o. that ii It 
were never {0 cetatingthe: ics the lin of tne Minifters chat darenot 
be Re-ordaine, 6: contro. ms its hard ther fo many thouſand in- 
nocent people thcoid wife even im their ſouis for the fauit of

4, nd if we though it wound not be miſ- interpreted , we 
would here remember you,bow gres: and con{fderable a part ofche 
three Nations they are, that mit either incur theſe faftzrings, or 
condole them that undergo them ; and how grear a grief ic will be 
to His Majefty, to fee his grieved Subjets; and how great a Joy it 
11] beto litm, to have cheirhear:y thanks and prayers, and ſee 
them liven profpericy, peace, and comforc, under His moſt happy 
Government, 
5. And we may plead the:nature of their«auſe, to move you to 
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compaſſionate your poor afflifted Brethren in their ſufferings.It is,in 
your own account, but for refujingConformity to tnings indifferent, 
or,at:the moſt, ofno neceflicy ro {alvation, Ir 18,in their account ,for 
the ſake of Chriſt: becauſe they dare not confent to that winch they 
judge to be an aſurpacion of his Kingly power,and an accuſation of 
his Laws as inſufficient ; and becauſe they dare not be guilty of 
addition ro, or diminution of his Worſhip, or of worſhipping him 
after any other Law, than that by which they mult be 3: udged, or 
ſuch as is meerly ſubordinate to that. Suppoſe they be mitaken 
m thinking the things to be ſo go : to God ; yet it is com- 
mendable in them to be fearful of diiplieaing Him, and carcfal co 
obey him; a diſpoſition necetfary to all that will be ſaved, and 
therefore to be loved and cheriſhed in them by the Paſtors of the 
Church; who ſhould be very tender of putting them to ſuffering, 


or caſting them out of the Church, becauſe they dare not do thac 


which they judge to be fo great a lin againſt the Lord, deferving 
damnaticn to themſelves, Should nor the love of Chritk command 
us to be tender of thoſe, that are (vo tender of h's honour?and to take 
heed what we do to men for taking heed of Fur and being afraid to 
offend the Lord? And ftould nor the (pecial love of Chriſtians, and 
the common love of men, comman.! us, to be loath co diive men by 
penalties, upon that which they judge doth tend cotheir everlalting 
damnation;and which indeed doth tend coir, becaute they judge ic 
ſo to do ? For hethat will dothat which he thinks to be fo great 
a liltas is before deſcribed, to pleaſe men. or to eſcape their punith- 
ment ; no doubt deſerveth the wrath of God. And ſhould we nor 
be loath to drive men upon fin and condemnation, though we 
were ſure that their own infirmity is the occaſion ? If it be ſaid,that 
by this Rulenothing (hall be commanded, 4 men will bur (cruple 
it. We anſwer, Things i in themſelves necefiary, or commanded by 
God, muſt be commanded by Mai, bees ne Scruples make them 
not unnecelſary,and make not void rhe Laws of God, and it will 
be a tineven tothe fcrupulous to diſobey : But chings ditpentile, 
and of themſelves unnecettary, {hould not be rigorouſly urged, ups 
on litm to whom they would bea tn, ana ©: auſe of condernacion.

11, And they are ready te 
appeal to the dreadful God, the ſearcher of hearts, and the hater 
of Hypocriſie, that, if it were not for fear of finning againſt him, 
and wounding their conlciences, and hazarding, and hindering 
their (alvation, they would readily obey you in all theſe things; 
That it is their fear of {in and damnation that is their Impediment, 
they are ready to give you all the aſſurance, that man can give by 
the ſolemnef profeſſions; or by oath, if juſily called to it, | 
And one would think that alittle Charity might ſuffice to enable 
you to believe them, when cheir non-comp;iance brings them un- 
der ſuffering ; and their compliance, is the viſible way to favour, 
ſafety,and proſperity in the world. And if men that thus appeal to 
God concerning the intention of their own hearts, cannot be be- 
lieved, even when the ſtate of their worldly intereſt bears witnelle 
to their profeiſions, but another thall ep into the Throne of the 
heart-ſearching God,and ſay | It is not as they (ay, or (wear, lt is 
not conſcience, but obſtinacy or ſingularity ] all humane con- 
verſe upon theſe terms will be overthrown : And wha: remedy 
have they, but patiently to wait, till God that they have Appealed

6. And-we crave leave to repreſent to you the great diſproporti- 
on, in neceſſity and worth, between the things in qucit:ion , and 
the ſalvation -of fo many, as may be obtained by the free and 
faithful exerciſe of the Miniſtery, of thoſe that now are; and that 
areyetlike to be laid aſide ; Do you think the Lord ihat dicd for 
ſouls,and hath (ent us to learn what that meaneth|[ I wiil pave mercy 
end not ſacrifice, Mat.g.13.| is better plealcd with Re-ordination, 
Sublcription,and Ceremonies, than with the ſaving of ſouls, by 
the means of his own appointinznt ? If it be ſaid, chai Publick or» 
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der and peace and concord do promote the ſalvation of many, and 
therefore are to be preferred before the ſalvation of tewer., We 
anſwer, Concord in holy obedience to God doth indeed promote 
the ſalvation of all that entertain it 3 but Concord in Ceremonies, 
or Re-ardination, or Qaths of obedience ro Diaceſans, or in yuur 
queſtioned partieular forms of Prayer, do neither 1n their nature, 
or by vertue of any promiſe of God, fo much conduce to mens 
. ſalvation ; as the preaching of the Goſpel doth, by able, faichful, 
and laboriors Miniſters. And how comes it co patſe that unity,co 
cord and order, muſt be placed in thoſe things, which are no way 
neceſſary thereto! Will chere not be order aud concord mm Holy 
obedience and acceptable worfhipping of God, on the rerms whicin 
we now propoſe and crave, without the foreſaid matter of offence ? 
We here ſhew you that we are no Fnemies to order, and our long 
Importunity for the meas of concord, doth thew that we are not 
enennes to concord, 
If it be faid, tnat other men that will conform to the things in 
queſtion may convert and ſave ſouls better than thoſe that are fafti- 
ous and diſcbedient: We firſt humbly crave, that reproath may 
not be added to affliftion, and that none may be called faftious 
that are not proved ſuch : and chat Laws impoiing chings, inditfe- 
rent in your judgement, and finful in theirs, may nor be made 
the rule to judge: of Fation : Bur that men who :ive inoftentively 
under civil Government, and, in matters of Faith and Worſhip, 
ſubſcribe toall contained in the holy Seriptures ; and indeavour to 
promote [niverial Peace and Charity on theſe terms. may noe 
be made offenders by the making of Laws and Canons, that muſt 
force them to be ſuch : Conſequenily Dae! was an offender-that 
would not forbear praying openly by the ſpace of thirty dayes, Bue 
ant(c:dently ro that Law, he was contelied mult, by thn chat ſaid 
[ We ſhall not find any occofion againit this Danicl, except we inte 
it again(t him conteraing the Law of bis G:4 | Din. 6. 5,7, 10. 
The Law which he muſt break, was male to make [1.2 a breaxer of 
that Law : take away that Law, 2n1 cake anay iis fat Veaccule 
zone of the like intentions : but we nll lily etiar jets Exltietoimuie 
any man an cftender,by making Lav wici tfs contri nce wul not 
allow him to obſerve; and its as ea{i.- to make that owe mancale 
ro ſeem diſobedient, obi{tinate, or factious,- without. any viange ar 
all in him, by raking down fuch needictſe Laws. Ve nav again 
remember you what Chriſt a ſecond time doth prefie, Her, 1247.

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[ But if ye had known what this meaneth, T will have mercy, and not 
ſacrifice, ye would avt have condemned the guiltleſſe. | 
Andnext, to the ref} of the obje&ion, we anſwer; That ſad ex- 
perience tells the world, thatitthe Miniſters that we are pleading 
for, be laid aſide, there are not competent men enow to ſupply 
their Rooms, and equally to promote the ſalvation of the flocks : 
This is acknowledged by them who till give it as the reaſon why 
Miniſters are not to be truſted with the expreſſing of cheir defires in 
thcir own words, nor ſo much as to chuſe which Chapter to read, 
as wellas which Text to preach on, to their Anditours ; becauſe 
ve ſhall have Miniſters ſo weat, as to be unfir for fucha truſt : And 
men that are not wiſe enSngh ſor fo caſte a part of their duty, as 
to chooſe fir portions of Seripcure to read, are unlikely to afford an 
equa! aſſiſtance to the ſalvation of the people, inſtead of the labours 
of ſtch as we are {peaking for. 
7. Andirt muſt be remembred, chat in our Ordination, we muſt 
rofelle that | we are perſwaded that the Holy Scriptures contain 
{vu ficiently all Doftrine, required of neceſſicy for eternal ſalvati- 
on, &c, } and that we will teach or maintain nothing as required 
of necefiity to eternal ſalvation, bur thar which we are per{waded 
may be concluded and proved by the ſame } and that one of the 
articles of theChurch concaineth che ſame doctrine of theScripture”s 
ſuthciency : and to theſe we are called to ſubicribe, And the per- 
ſons that we now ſpeak for, are ready to ſubſcribe to all contain- 
ed in the Holy Scriptures, and wiiling to be obliged by the 
Laws of men to practiſeit : And he that hath ail things neceſſary 
to ſalvaiion is received of God, and ſhould therefore be recei- 
ved by the Chuich,if the Apoſtles argument be good, Row. 14.13. 
[For God i1ath received him]. Seeing then you do profeſs chat none 
of your {mpoſirions, that cannot be concluded from the Scripture, 
are n<ceſlary to ſalvation ; let them not conſequentially be made 
neceſfary to it, and more neceilary than that which is ordinarily 
necellary. | 


Ir you ſay, that ſo many men ſhall be forbidden to preach, Un- 


 Jellethey dare Subſcribe and uſetheſe things ; you will cempt them 


to infer, that Preaching being ordinarily necefſary to ſa]vation, 
Rom, 10. 14. and theſe things calied indifferent being made neceſ=- 
fary tG preacking and preferred befcre it, therefore they are made 


neceſſary to ſalvation, and preferred before that which God hath 
made neceflary, 
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If ic be ſaid, that, This will as much follow the making of any o<= 
ther indifferent thing to be neceſſary to preaching ; and ſo the 
Church ſhall makeno Orders ; We anſwer 

I. That ſmaller chings muſt not be impoſed by unproportion- 
able penalties, = 
| 2, That though the Church may prefer a ſober, peaceable 
Preacher before one that is Schiſmatical and unpeaceable ( which 
ts not at all ro exclude Preaching);yet the Church may not make 
any thing necellary to Preaching it ſelf, that is of it ſelf unneceſſa- 
Ty, and not antecedently neceſſary, at leaſt by accident. 

8. Andifour Religion be laid upon your particular Liturgy, we 
ſhall reach che Papiſts firther to inſult, by asking us, Where was 
our Religion two hundred years ago ? the Common: Prayer- Book 
as differing from che Maſs- Book, being not ſoo'd. And that which 
might then be the matter of a change, is not ſo unchangeable ir 
ſelf, but that thoſe Alterations may be accepted for ends ſo defire- 
able as are now before us, 

9 And wehumbly crave that we may not in this be more ri- 
goroully dealt with,than the Paſtours and People of the Antienc 
Churches were: If we may not have the liberty of the Primitive 
times, when,for ought can be proved, no Liturgical Forms were 
:mpoſed upon any Church: yet at leaſt let us have the liberty of the 
following Ages, when under the ſame Prince there were diverſity of 
Liturgies ; and particular Paſtors, had the power of making and al- 
tering them,for their particular Churches, 

10. And if you ſhouſd reje& ( which God forbid) the moderate 
Propoſals which now and formerly we have made, we humbly - 
craveleave to offer it to your conſideration, what judgement all 
the Proteſtant Churches are likely-to paſs on your proceedings,and 
how your cauſe and ours will ſtand repreſented to them, and to all 
ſucceeding Ages, Though we earneſily delire the toleration of 
thoſe that are tolerable, and the peaceable Liberties of all that a- 
gree on the Catholick rerms of Primitive Simplicity, in Do&rine, 
Worſhip.and Diſcipline ; yet have we our felves ſo far drawn near 
you,as that the world will fay,You reje& thoſe that are for Epiſco- 
pacy it ſelf, and fer forms cf Liturgy, and are.not ſo much as 
charged by you art all, as diſagreeing in any point of Faith, if you 
ſhall rej:& us. If afcer our ſubmiſſion co His Majeftic*s Declaration, 
and after our own Propoſals of the Primitive Epiſcopacy, and of 
ſuch a Liturgy as here we tender, we may not be permitted to 
exercilc 
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exerciſe our Miniſtery, or enjoy the Publick Worſhip of God, the 
Pens of thoſe learned, moderate Biſhops will bear witneſs againſt 
you, that were once imployed as the chief Defenders of that cauſe 

we mean ſuch as Reverend Biſhop Hall, and Vſher ) who have 
publiſhed to the World,that much lefle than this might have ſerved 
co our fraternal Unity and Peace. If you would nor grant this Li- 
berty, and Communion to orhers, with whom Chriſt will hold 
Communion in grace and glory; yet it will appear more ſtrange to 
the World, that you ſhould caſt our the Epiſcopal alſo, that dare 
not go beyond the Rule of Holy Scripture, and che example of 
Primitive Simplicity, 

And we doubt not but you know, How new and ftrange a thing 
it is that you require in the point of Re-ordination : When a Ca- 
non amonglt thoſe called theA poſtles depoſeth choſe thatRe-ordain, 
and that are re-ordained ; And when it isa thing that both Papiſts 
and Proteſtants condemn, when not only the former Biſhops of Eug- 
11nd, that were more moderate were againſt it, but even the moſt 
fervent adverſaries of the Presbyterian way ; ſuch as Biſhop Bax- 
croft himſelf, How ſtrange muſt it needs ſeem to the Reformed 
Churches, tothe whole Chriſtian world, and to future Generations, 
that ſo many able, faichful Miniſters ſhould be laid by as broken 
Veſſels, becauſe they dare not be re-ordained? and that ſo many 
have been put upon fo new and ſo generally diſ-reliſhed a thing ? 

1i. And we crave leave to remember you, that the Ho'y Ghoſt 
| hath commanded you to over-fſee the flock, not by conſtramt, but 

willingly ; not as being Lords over Gods Heritage, but as Enſamples 
to the Flock : And that it is not only more comfortable to your 
ſelves to be beloved as the Fathers, than to be eſteemed the Aﬀi&ers 
of the Church; buc that ic 1s needful to the ends of your Miniſtery 
for the people : When you are loved, your Dofrine will more 
eaſily be received : Bur when men think that their ſouls or liberties 
are endangered by you, its eafte to judge how much they are like to 
profit by you. | | 
12, And you know if we are not in point of Ceremonies or 
Forms in every thing of your mind;it is no more ftrange to have va«= 
r1ety of intelleftual Apprehenſjons in the ſame Kingdom & Church, 
than variety of temperatures and degrees of age and ſtrength, If 
His Majeſty ſhould expel all. thoſe from his Dominions, that are 
not ſo wile, as ſolidly to judge, whether the Licurgy as before,or as 
_ thus reformed; be the beſt, yea whether this be intolerable in 
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compariſon of yours, and whether God be pleaſed or diſpleafed 


with your Ceremonies; it would be eoo great a diminution of his 
ſubje&s : And if you ſhould turn all ſuch our of the Kingdom of 
Chriſt, it would be liker a diſſipating, than a gathering, and a de- 
ſtroying, than an edifying of his Church : And you have not your 
power to deſtrufion, but to edification, 2 Cor. 10.8. and 13, 10. 
you muit do al! things for the peoples edifying, 2 Cor. 12, 19, 
Epheſ. 4.12. 

13, And how Chriſt will take ir of you, to caſt out from the Mi. 
niſtery or Communion of the Church, or to grieve and puniſh ail 
thoſe that dare not conform to you in theſe matters ; for ſear of 
diſplealing the Law-giver of the Church, we beſeech you judge 
(when your ſouls are moſt ſeriouſly thinking of the day of your Ac- 
counts)by ſuch paſſages of Holy Scripture as may fully acquaint you 
with his mind, He is himfelf a merciful High-Prieft, a gracious 
Saviour, a tender Governour. He deſpiſeth not the day of ſmall 
things, Zech. 4.10. He feedeth his flock like a Shepherd, he gather- 
eth bis Lambs with bis Arm, and carrieth them in his boſom, and 
gently leadeth thoſe that are with young, Iſa. 40. 11. A bruiſed reed 
will be not break, and the ſmoaking flax will he not quench, Iſa. 42. 
3, Match, 12, 20. God doth inftru& the Plow-man to diſcretion, 


and teacheth him not co threſh the Fetches with a Threſhing-inſtru- 


ment,nor to turn the Cart- wheel upon the Cummin; but the Fetches 
are beaten out with a ſtaff, and the Cummin with a rod, ſz. 28, 26, 
27, Gods ſervants are his Jewels, al, 3. 17. He will ſpare them 
as a man ſparerh þ:s ſon that fervech him, and he that toucketh 
them, toucheth the apple of his eye, Zech. 2. 5, Remember the near 
relation they ſtand in to God in Chriſt,that they arethe children of 
God,co-heirs with Chriſt, Rom. 8, 17. The members of his body, 
his fleſh and bone, which he cannot hate, whoever hateth them. 
Epbeſ. 5.29,30, Remember how dear they coſt him, and to whar 
honour he will advance chem; and chat theſe fame perſons that love 
him in fincerity.muſt be where he is,to behold his glory, F6.12.26. 
& 17.24, and thall be lixe the Angels of God, Lrk. 20, 36. and ſhall 
Judge the world, 1 Cor, 6, 2, 3. and that Chriſt will come to be 
glorified and admired in them, 2 Theſ, 1.10, and they ſhall ſhine 
forth as the Sun in the Kingdom of their Father, Mat. 13. 43. Re- 
member with what tender uſage he created his weak imperfect 
members upon earth; and when he was aſcending to prepare a place 


for them, that they might be with him where he is, how affe- 
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&ionately he beſpeaketh them, Foh, 20. 17, Go to my Brethrey, 
and ſay unto them, F aſcend up th my Fatber, and your Father, and to 
my Ged, and'your God. And left you ſhould ſay,thae he will not own 
thoſe little ones, that ( whether for Truch's ſake, or their infirmi« 
ties) do bear diſgraceful ritles in the world ; Remember that at the 
day of Judgement he will ſay, Inaſmuch as you did it not,or didir, 
to one of the leaſt of theſe my Brethren, you did it not, or did it, unto 
mes Mat, 25. 40, 45. If his EleXcry to him day and night,though 
he bear Tong, he wiil avenge them, and that ſpeedily, Luke 18. 7, 8, 
Bear with us while we add this terrible paſlage, which we once be- 
fore made mention of, Mat. 18. 5, 6. | Who ſo ſhall receive one 
ſuch little child in my name, receiveth me ; but who ſo ſhall of< 
fend one of theſe little ones that believe in me, it were better for him 
that a Milſtone were hanged about his neck, and that he were drowned 
in the depth of the Sea. ] Undoubtedly if you conſider duly by ſuch 
paſſages, how Chriſt will take 1t,to have his ſervants not only not- 
viſited, not-relieved; but to be afflifed, not only in body, but in 
ſoul, with that great affliction to be caſt our of the Miniftery, or 
Church, for unavoidable diſſent in things indifferent, you will ne- 
ver joyn with thoſe that ſhall ſtretch forth a hand againſt them for 
ſuch a cauſe as this. If yet the old Precence be made, that they (uf- 
fer as Schiſmaticks, and Diſobedient; we muſt ſay again, If any 


| ſhall make men diſobedient by impofing chings unneceſſary, which 


they know are by learned, pious, peaceable men, eſteemed {ins a- 
'gainſt the Lord;and then ſhall thus heavily aftlift chem. for cheir diſe 
obedience, which they may eaſily cure by the forbearance of thoſe 
impoſirions ; let not onr ſouls come intro their ſecret, nor our ho- 
nour be united to their Aſſembly : If they ſhall (mice or caſt our a 
ſuppoſed Schiſmatick, and Chritt ſhall ind an able, boly, peaceable 
Minifter,orother Chriftian, wounded,or mourning,out of doors, lec 
us not be found among the Aﬀtore,norſtand among them: in the day 
of their Accounts, when tribulation ſhall. be recompenſed to the 
Tronblers of Believers, 2'Thef, 1. 6, 

14. Webeſeech you alſo confider, that men haye not their uns 
derſtandings at their own command ; much lefle can thy be com- 
manded by others ::if they were never (o willing to believe all char 
1s impoſed on them to be lawful, they cannot therefore believe it, 
becauſe they would, the intelle& being not free. And to:diſſemble, 
and ſay, and ſwear, and do, the things which they believe not ; is 
ſuch an aggravated hypocriſte (being in the matcers of God, and 
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Joyned with-perfidiouſneſs) as we may ſuppoſe cannot render them 
acceptable to any,that have not renounced Religion and Humaniry, 
much. lefſe ſhould they be conſtrained ro it, And when itis known 
that mens judgements are againſt the chings impoſed, and that pe- 
nalties are no means adapted to the informing and changing of 
the judgement , but to force men to do the things they know; we 
conceive they ſhould not be uſed , and fo uſed in the ca'e of things 


indifferent, wherethey are not neceſ{ary to the common £ood, and-” 


where the ſufferers have never had fuffttcient means to change their 
judgements, 

If ic be ſaid, that, Jt is their own fault, that their judgements are 
not changed; and that,the means have been ſufh cient. 

We anſwer, T hat ic is their fault, is the point in queſtion; which 
the Sword can eaſilier take for granted, than the Tongue or Pen can 
prove: Burtif it be ſo; it is their faulc, as itis that they are the 
Sons of Adam,partakers of the common corruption of humane na- 
ture; and as it 1s their fault, that they are not all of the higheſt forny 
in the School of Chriſt, above the common ignorance and frailties 
of believers,and that they are not all the: moſt judicious Divines of 
the moſt ſubtil wits, and had not the ſame education and ſociety 
to advance your opintons,and repreſent things to their underftand= 
ings.juſt as they are repreſented unto yours. And if men mult be caſt 
out of the Church,or Miniſtry, becauſe they are not wiler than ſuch 
learned men,as the Paſtors of the moſt of the Reformed Churches, 
and as Hilderſham, Bayne, Parker, Ames, Dod , Ball, Nichols, and 
many ſuch others, as have here taken this conformity to be a finz 
how few, alas, how very few will there be left! 

And if it beſaid, Tharmendo willingly keepout the light, We muſt 
fay , I hat few men are obſtinate againſt the opinions that tend to 
their eaſe and advancement in the world and to fave them from be- 
ing vilitied as Schiſnaticks,and undone; and when men profeſſe be- 
fore the Lord,that they do imparrtially ſtudy & pray for knowledg, 
and would giadly know the will of God at the deareſt rate; we mu{t 
again ſay, that rhoſe men mutt prove that they know: the diſſentors 
hearts, better than they are known tothemſel ves, that expect to be 
believed by charicable Chriftians, when they charge them wich wil- 
ful jgnorance,or obſtinate reſiſting of the rruth., 

£ And we crave teave to ask, \Wherhery ou do not your ſelves in 
ſome things miſtake,or may nor do lofor ought you know?and whe- 
ther your underltandings are not fi imperfeRt? and all men differ.

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not in ſome copiniens-or other? And if you may miſtake in any 


ching, may it uot be 1mm as great things as theſe ?Can itbe expe&eds 
that we ſhould ail be paſt erring about the ſmalleſt Ceremonie 
and Circumſtances of worſhip? And then ſhould not the conſciouſ- 
nefſe of your own infirmity , provoke you rather to compaſſionate 
humane frailty,than to caſt out your Brethren, for as ſmall failings 
as your own ! | 
16, And we further offer to your conſideration, Whether this be 
doing as you would be done by : Would you 'be caſt out for every 
fault that is as bad asthis ? and doth this ſhew that you love your 
neighbours as your ſelves? Put your ſelves in their gaſe,and ſuppoſe 
that you had ſtudied,conferred and prayed, and done your beft to 
know whether God would have you to be Re-ordained,to uſe theſe 
Forms or Ceremonies, or Subſcriptions, or not ? and having done 
all , you think that God would be difpleaſed if you ſhould uſe 
them; Would you then beuled your ſelves,as your diſſenting Bre. 
thren are now uſed, orliketo be? Love them as your ſelves, an 
we will crave no further favour for thn, 
17. But nothing more affe&eth us, chan to think of the Lamen- 
table diviſions, that have been cauſed, and are ſtill like to be, 
whileſt things unneceſlary are ſo impoſed : and on the contrary, 
how-blefſed an unity and peace we might injoy, if theſe occations 
of diviſiqn were removed, and we might but have leave to ſerve 
God as his Apoſtles did. As in Dodrrinals, ten thouſand will ſoon- 
er agree in an Explicite belief of the Creed, thenan hundred in 
an Explicite belief of all that Ockam or Scotus have determined ; So 
in the matters of Government and Worſhip; It is ealier ro agree up- 
on few things, than ypon many; upon great and certain and nece(=- 
{ary things,than upon ſmall, uncertain, and unneceflary things; and 
upon things that God himſelf hath revealed or appointed,than up- 
on things that proceed from no ſurer an Original , than the wi: or 
will of man, T he ſtritt prohibition of addi:g co, or diminiſhing from 
the things commanded by che Law-giver of the Church, Det. 12. 
32.doth pur ſuch a fear in the minds of mulricudes of the loyal ſub=- 
je&s of Chriſt, leſt by ſuch additions or diminutions in the matters 
of his worſhip,they ſhould provoke him to diſpleaſire, as will be 
a cercain perpetual hinderance to any cammonL[Inicy orConcord,in 
ſuch humane impoſitians , of which many of the ſervants of the 
jealous Gad will have a contigual jealoyfie, g 
With grigved hearts we now renew the lamentable diviſions, 
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occaſioned already by theſe Impoſitions, ever ſince the Reformation 


in the days of King Edward the 6th. and the grievous fruits of thoſe 
Diviſions? How they deſtroyed Charity ( the character of Chrifts 
Diſciples) and exaſperated mens minds againſt each other : How 
they corrupted mens prayers, and other *xerciſes of devotions, and 
made them pray and preach againſt one another : How their tongues 
were emboldned ro the cenſuring of each other , one party calling 
the other Faftions, Schiſmatical, Singular , and Diſobedient ; and 
theother calling them Antichriſtian, Proud , Tyrannical , Supers- 
ſtirious , Perſecutors, and Formaliſts : And ſuch language till in- 
creaſing the uncharitableneſſe and diviſions ; till the increaſe of 
impoſing rigour on the one fide,and of impatience under Sufferings 
on the other fide , was too great a preparation to thoſe greater ca- 
Jamities which are yet bitter to the remembrance of al] whoſe inter- 
elts or paſſions have not conquered their humanity. And the conti-= 
nuance of ſo much of the cauſes and effets, doth infallibly prove, 
that if che ſame Impoſitions be ſerled upon us, the ſame Heart-di- 
viſions will be ſtill continued : Brethren will diſdain the name and 
love of Brethren to each other 3 which yet Chriſt himſelf by con- 
diſcending and reproving love, vouchſafech to them all, inſtead of 
loving oneanother with a pure heart, fervently,there will be, if not 
hating, yer grudging at one another, cenſuring and deſpiling one 
another; Which effe&s will Gill increaſe their cauſe, and make one 
ſide think, that they are neceſſicated ro be more rigorous in their 
Coercions, and the other think that they are ajilowed to be more 
cenſorious againft thoſe by whom they ſuffer. 

And how many thouſands on borh, ſides by ſuch a ftream of 
temptations, will undoubtedly be carried on in a courſe of Sin 
from day to day, and by Heart: fin, and Tongue-fin, by Pulpit: fins, 
or {ins in other parts of Worſhip , will diſhonour God and provoke 
him to indignation againſt them and the Lan\l, we may not with- 
out aſtoniſhment and grief of heart, foreſee, or foretel]. 

And its eaſie to foreſee how the innocent will be numbred with. 
the faulty, and thoſe that do bur feel their ſufferings, and che ſuf- 
fering- of the Church on theſe occaſtons, and do bur groin and 
ſigh to God, and pray for ſuccour and deliverance, will be 
thought to be cwilty of diſcontent and fa&ion, and bringing the 
Government of the Church, and conſequently of the Kingdom into: 
hacred or diſlike, and ſo their ſufferings will be increafed': An4 he 


that is commanded by the Laws of humaniry, to be compaſſionately 
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fenſfible of the Calamities of others , ſhall be thonghe an offerider 
for being ſenſible of hisown, It 1s eafie toforeſee, how thoſe ex- 
prefſions.in mens. Sermons,or Prayers,or familiar Conference, which 
ſeem to any miſ-underſtanding, or (\uſpicious,or malicious Hearers, 
ro intimate any ſenſe of ſufferings,wil) be carried to the ears of Ru- 
lers,and repreſented as a Crime ? And nature having planted in all 
men an unwillingneſſe to ſuffer, and denied to all men a love of ca- 
lamity, «nd neceſſitated men to fee] when chey are hurt , and made 


rhe Tongue and Countenance the Index of our ſenſe; theſe Effects + 


will be unavoidable , while ſuch Impoſitions are continued, and 
while a fear of finning will not ſuffer men to ſwallow and digeſt 
them; and what wrong ſuch divifions about Rehgion will be co rhe 
Kingdom, and to His Majeſty , we ſhall not mention, becauſe our 
Governours themſelves may better underſtand ic. 

On the other fide, What univerſall eaſe, and peace, and joy 
would be the fruits of that happy unity and concord, which the rea. 
ſonable forbearances,which we humbly peticion for,would certain- 
}y produce? how comfortable would our Miniſterial lJabours be, 
when we had no ſuch temptations, burdens, or diſquietments ? 
when we lay not under the Reproots of Conſcience, nor the ſuſpi- 
cions, or diſpleaſure of our Supertours, but might ſerve the Lord 
without diſtraCſtion , and be among his ſervants without ſuch fears, 
(Phil. 1. 14, 1 Cor. 16. 10 )) ? How much would the hands of the 
Builders be ſtrengthened for the work of God; when they ſpeak 


the ſame things, and there areno diviſions among them , bur they 
are perfe&ly joyned together in the ſame mind and judgement, 


x (or,1.10, when they are like-minded, having the ſame love, be- 
ing of one accord,of one mind,doing nothing through ftrife or vain 
glory? which will never be while the one calls the other faftious and 
{chilmarica),and theother calleth him (uperſtirious and cyrannical; 
but when Chriſt hach raughe us in lowlinefs of mind to eſteem 
others better than our ſelves, and not to look every man on his own 
things (hisown gifts, and virtues, and worth, and intereſt) but eve- 
' Ty manalſo on the things of orhers : and ill che ſame mind be in 
us, that was in Chriſt Jeſus, that humbled himſelf, and cook upon 
him the form of aſervant, and made hinifelf of no Reputation, Pl. 
I: 2,to 9. How much ſhould we honour the Body, the Spirit, the 
Hope, the Lord, the Faith, the Baptiſm, the God and Father of all 

' Beltevers, which are one, if we were one among ourſelves ? which 
will never be, till with lowlineſs, and meeknels, and long-ſuffering,

we forbear-one another in love, inſtead of hating, reviling and per- 
ſecuting one another ; and till weendeavour to keep che unity of 
the Spirit £ though given in-various degrees) rather then an unity 
in unneceſſary things) in the bond of peace, Epheſ. 4.2,3,4,5,6,7, 
and till the well-jointed and compated body do edify ir ſelf in 
love, by a due contribution of nuxtuall \upply, and grow-in Chriſt 
the proper head, inſtead of contending with it ſelf, and diſ-jointing 
and tearing it ſelf into pieces, becauſe of our different meaſure of 
underſtanding, and our unavoidable differences about ſome ſmall 
unneceſſary things, verſ. 13, 14, 15, 16. How beautifull would our 
holy Aſſemblies be, and how delightful! che worſhip of God there 
celebrated, if we had all laid by the unchriſtian ſpirit of hatred,en- 
vy, emulation, murmuring, wrath, variance, ſtrife, hereſies, ſedi- 
fions, and all uncharitableneſs, and with one mind, and one mouth 
did glorify God (Gal. 5, 19, 20, 21. Rom. 15.16,): which will ne- 
ver be done, till thoſe that are ſtrong do bear the infirmities of the 
weak, and pleaſe not themſelves, bur every one of us pleaſe his 
neighbour, for his good to edification, inſtead of vilify 'ng him, or 
undoing him ; and till, inſtead of cafting each others our of che 
Church or Miniſtry , on the account of things indifferent, we re- 
ceive one another, as Chriſt received us to the glory of God, Rom. 
I5. 1, 2, 6,7. And till we are thus like-minded one towards ano- 
ther, according to Chriſt Jeſus, verſ. 5. Inſtead of being ſelfiſhly 
minded as men, or malicioufly as enemies ( x Cor. 3, 3, 1 Cor. 14. 
20. Col. 3.8, Tit. 3, 3. ) If the vtiy Babes were fed with the (in- 
cere Milk of the Word, and all malice, and guile, and hypocriſy, 
and envies, and evil-ſpeaking were laid afide,it would prove the beſt 
way to their growth, and a ſurer way,to your preſent and eternall 
peace,then caſting them out becauſethey cannot bear your burdens, 
or digeſt ſome unneceſſary things, 1 Per. 2, 1, 2, 3, How good and 
how happy a thing would it be for Brethren to dwell together in 
unity? (Pſal. 133,1,) Andas thole that by one (piric are baptized 
into one body, and know they have need of one another, to contri- 
bute honour to the parts that lack 1t; yea to beſtow more abundant 
honour upon thoſe members which we think to be leſs honorable, 
and more abundant comlineſs on the uncomly parts, as knowing 
thoſe members are neceſſary that ſeem to be morefeeble. {f indeed 
we would have no Schiſm in the body, the natural way is, for the 
menibers to have the ſame care one for another, as ſuffering all 
with one that ſuffereth, and 6/07 Gng ol with one that's honored, 
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1 Cor: 12. 12, 14, 21, +2, 23, 24, 25, 26, Take their ſufferings as 
yoiir own,a1d you will not be haſty co bring them unto ſuffering. It 
muſt be rhe Primicive Sityplicity of Faith; Worſhip,and Diſcipline, 
that ruſt reflore the Primitive Charity, Unity,and Peace,and make 
the ini)titude of Believers to be of one heart, and of one foul, and 
to converſe with gladieſs arid fingleneſs of heart, as having all 
things common, AtFs.4..32, & 2.

15. And we humbly offer to your confideration, which way will 
moſt gratify Satan 1n his cauſe and ſervants, and which will moſt 
promote the work and intereſt of Jeſus Chriſt.
